DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 4, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest an image 

scanning apparatus comprising: 

a display selecting section for displaying unitarily an item of additional information to 
be added to image data taken by said image data scanning section and a content corresponding to 
said item, and for selecting the displayed additional information and updating the selected 
additional information; and 

said display selecting section further includes a sound inputting-updating portion for 
updating at least one portion of a composition of the selected additional information to the 
sound data recorded in the sound recording section, and 

the additional information selected and updated in the display selecting section is 
attached as the header of the image data taken in the image scanning section and is recorded 
in the recording medium as the one file. 

Claims 5-9 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 4.
